EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
It’s Safe To Be Against Sin 


It’s safe for politicians to be against sin, and for 
motherhood. And surprisingly enough, many men seeking 
elective office manage to disguise their true beliefs, 
bending them to whatever shape they believe the voters 
want, Their true opinions thus conform, for public con- 
sumption at any rate, to what may be considered “‘safe’’. 

Thus it may be with some candidates for selectman 
next March. 

It’s probably quite true to say that no candidate will be 
against town manager. Each man will have something kind 
to say about it; will have promises to make about how he 
will, better than anyone else, follow through on the voters’ 
mandate. In short, being for town manager will be some- 
thing like being for motherhood, in the politicians eyes, 
And to be opposed to it would assume the same propor- 
tions as being for sin. 

But we need not swallow all the bland statements. 

Rather, every voter should attempt to determine whether 
the candidate’s promises are consistent with his state- 
ments of recent months and years. For some of the candi- 
dates for selectman have been adamant in their opposition 
to the manager plan, even up to the very day they decided 
to seek office under the new charter, Can they change 
their minds so easily, so casually? 

That’s up to the voters to decide, But we feel that each 
man and woman, before casting a vote, should consider 
this question seriously: ‘‘Can the leopard change its 
spots?”’ 

We realize that some candidates, not particularly for or 
against the plan, may be able truthfully to claim they will 
treat a manager with absolute fairness, letting the plan 
have ample opportunity to succeed without undue pres- 
sures. 

Unfortunately, some candidates who were almost bitterly 
opposed to the charter also profess their willingness to be 
absolutely fair and impartial now. Perhaps they can do 
this, but we certainly must be somewhat skeptical be- 
cause it’s so hard, when one is emotionally involved in a 
campaign, to suddenly cast aside those emotions and 
strong opinions. 

And in still another way, we must be careful when 
choosing selectmen to serve under the manager charter. 

Some candidates, however honest in their intentions, 
could be huge stumbling blocks if elected. They are the 
men who might be so set in their ways that any sharp 
change proposed by the manager in the administration of 
town government would be met with that old ery: ‘‘Why 
change? We’ve been doing it this way for years and it’s 
worked pretty well.’’ Persons who use this argument, 
while not deliberately trying to interfere with progress,

often do so. They may have the best intentions, but re- 
mained blinded by tradition and habit. 

Thus, it appears, there are several things to weigh when 
examining the candidates’ statements about town manager. 
Let’s do this carefully, so that the new board will truth- 
fully represent the majority of the voters who approved the 
manager charter. Let’s weed out those who would give lip 
service or who would back away from tradition-shattering 
changes. By so doing, we can assure the town of a satis- 
factory administration, unmarred by political strife. 


Use Caution 

The use of common sense, while appreciating the fact 
that others may not be using it, can go far this weekend 
towards preventing serious accidents. 

The National Safety Council has estimated that this 
weekend will be one of the most deadly ever experienced 
on the nation’s highways. And so often, we find that the 
person most seriously hurt is the one who was not at 
fault. Thus, doesn’t it make sense, in the face of the pre- 
diction and our own knowledge, to drive with every bit of 
caution available to us? And doesn’t it also make sense 
to drive as though every other car on the road is a menace 
to us? 

By doing so — by being careful and by assuming that 
the other driver will drive carelessly, even dangerously — 
we probably can save our own lives and others, too, 

It was a cause of rejoicing to find that Andover escaped 
serious accidents over the long Christmas holiday just 
past. 

Let’s make it two. Let’s not create any statistics that 
will help the Safety Council’s predictions come true.
